My fellow readers another year has gone, 
and another year must follow, and along these 
principles the good and the bad must follow.

And under 
any and all circumstances and conditions. 

To us normal human beings the price of 
brief pleasure is high, yet some people turn to 
crime and personally my friend in my book 
crime is not a habit but a disease, found by 
anyone of a million reasons ignorance, greedy 
for fame or money, a desire for a "kick" and 
whether we phrase it as crazy or mentally re¬ 
tarded somehow reacts different in the minds of 
an individual with this type mentality and to 
him appears a personal satisfaction, and his 
price is paid with the big share of his life in 
prisons. Or the top of underworld fame death. 

It was not long ago that I spoke about 
our friend the visitor. Let me just say that I've 
also been doing some visiting and needless to 
say the title of this issue is self-explanatory. 

To many of us as ordinary human beings 
look at prisons as dark medevil dungence. Tho 
life behind Grey Prison Walls has long changed 
from the cane carring and human brutality, just 


as the laws about our society have changed. 

And personally it gave me this type of 
impression that our new outlook of human Phy- 
s ico logy and Sociologists are finally beginning 
to be accepted by the cons they have helped 
in the sense of aiding, educating, and by com¬ 
promising and study ing the inmates personal abi¬ 
lities, interests and qualifications, and its to be 
known that 75% of the inmate population has 
the capacity of an 8th grade level educated 
person. So how possibly could these individuals 
construct, master, and organize racketeering, 
operate legitimate unions and loan companies, 
it is for this reason that all people of our so¬ 
ciety be informed about the facts regarding 
crime addiction. Let me furthermore note that 
all inside information has been contributed by 
a dependable source whom has had the oppor¬ 
tunity of working in the prison testing rooms. 

One of the best schooling programs be¬ 
ing offered to our minority group is the group 
counciling classes, group counci ling, it not only 
widens the inmates IQ, but gives individuals a 
chance to express themselves and bring out flus¬ 
tra t i ons inbounded within their systems without 
causing violence. 

And from one whom has been a victim of 
group counseling it slowly changes his attitude 
of bitterness toward the people of society. 

Let us look at the bad side of the wall.
